TT Is an Interesting experience to reject a fpillion dollars. Not 
X many of us can have it. Charles Garland, 21, has recently 
done so and radicals and conservatives alike will have their

He is in anv case at a moral disadvantage "compared ^ i t h Mr. 
Garland. He is accepting the sweets of a system of which he 
disapproves. 
Young Garland, never touching his million, has 


BO compromise to make. He has less money, but more of him- 
self." At twenty-one this is a rather satisfying result. 
Self is 


very important and money trivial. 
Especially is this the'case 


wHen one has never had to worry about money, and when the 
philosophy one accepts, even if it means rejecting a million dol- 
lars shifts the responsibilities of life from self to society. "Dis- 
tribution should be'fixed by law," says Mr, Garland. 


The only difficulty, of course, is that distribution is not 


fixed by law. Mr. Garland has distributed, but no one will dis- 
tribute to him more than economic necessity requires. 
The 


young ex-millionaire may not iind repairing automobile^ lucra- 
tive enough to support a wife and daughter. 
Old habits like 


Eton and Harvard leave their traces. Probably Mr. Garland, 
between the standard of life which he has and the money he can 
get, will fail, and regret his million, or move up from a 
mechanic's job, imitate his acquisitive father, and pass on to his 
children the problem he now believes he has disposed of. 


* In fact, the future promises to be a dilemma for Mr. Gar- 


land 
It is difficult to say of modern life, "I won't tflay this 


game." Bare souls say this, and claim to live happily after- 
ward- Most of us either don't play, and are poor and discon- 
tented, or play after a brief struggle, forswearing ourselves. In 
fact, the problem of our social system is almost impossible to 
solve, in a. personal way, by a mere personal act. Usally the ego 
can live according to his philosophy only by accepting the prac- 
tice of the times, cr by joining in some social movement which 
will alter this practiceinJheJLi^
